To The Hon. J. E. Brownlee, 

Premier, Province of Alberta, 
Edmontoji. 

Dear Sir: In order to make clear 
the position of the West Canadian 
Collieries Ltd. in connection with the 
present strike, I have been and am 
prepared to agree to the following: 

1. That the company will renew for 
a period of two years (from April 1, 
1932) the agreement heretofore in 
force between the company and its 
employees, with the exception of the 
check-off, no closed shop.

gine, the dynamo, or the electric tele¬ 
graph. But these are only the re¬ 
sults of a much earlier and far more 
important discovery. The earliest 
and greatest invention ever made by 
man was the hammer. 

You cannot undertake any piece of 
constructional work without a ham¬ 
mer. Though you may not actually 
use it, it must have been employed 
in making the tools with which you 
do the work. The hammer was the 
first tool which enabled man to multi¬ 
ply his strength; to do something 
which wa3 impossible with his bare 
hands. 

It was probably invented by a re¬ 
mote ancestor who had the inspira¬ 
tion to use a stone for cracking the 
shell of an oyster or whelk. The 
earliest hammers had no handle. They 
were merely conveniently shaped 
stones held in the palm of the hand. 

Fasten such a stone to a handle 
j and you have a much more effective 
tool. Sharpen its business end bo an 
I edge by chipping off flakes, and it 
a stone axe. The formation i 
ge on the earliest flint tools j 
: done only by means of a 
The hammer thus gave 
both the axe and the adze, ] 
the earliest of cutting tools. 

From the adze and the chisel to 
the saw is but a step. The drill is 
simply a small chisel. It was first 
fixed to a round shaft and rotated by 
the palms of the hands; later, primi¬ 
tive man invented the bow and string 
method of turning it.

Calgary, Alberta.—A new economic 
bond which will bind the nations of 
the British Empire in more perma¬ 
nent unity than the antiquated legal 
bonds swept aside by the Statute of 
Westminster, was forged at the Im¬ 
perial Economic Conference. 

This was the impression of the 
conference obtained by Visoount Hail- 
sham, Minister for War in the United 
Kingdom Government, who addressed 
the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Bar Association here. As one of the 
most distinguished British lawyers 
and jurists. Viscount Hailsham came 
here to convey the greetings of the 
■ legal profession of the United King- 
I dom to the lawyers of Canada. He 
J has been twice attorney-general, and 
once lord chancellor of England, 
i Declaring his confidence that per¬ 


manent benefits for both the Empire 
and the world would come from the 
agreements reached at the conference. 
Lord Hailsham said credit for them 
must go to the Prime Minister of 
Canada, Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett. It 
was due to Mr. Bennett’s "courage, 
vision and imperialism that the meet¬ 
ing at Ottawa was made possible and 
the disintegration of the British Em¬ 
pire did not begin in 1930.”
